The second car, close béhind the first, 
was running at such speed that it 
swayed and grazed the telegraph posts 
on either side, according to one passen- 
ger on it. 

William B. Hoffman, 20 years old, son 
of Police Lieut. John Hoffman of 4938 
oOtanical avenue, was. the passenger 
who lost his life. He was taken to the 
Missouri Baptist Sanitarium, where he 
died at 2:45 a. m. 

The second car was partly tele- 
scoped. That others were not killed 
and many more injured was due to 
the fact that most of the passen- 
gers on the first car, seeing the second 
approaching, jumped off. 

After the crash there was panic 
and disorder in t! : darkness. Screams 
of women and children mingled with 
the groans of the injured. There 
were. cries. for water, but there was 
a long wait before any was  ob- 
tained. It was 45 minutes before 
there was any effectual relief for the 
injured. ° 

William Hoffman was on the front 
seat of the second car with two com- 
panions, Arthur Michaud of 4939 Reber 
place and Keith Burks of 4954 Magnolia 
avenue. All three were pinioned in the 
debris. A young man and three young 
women, whe were on the same seat, 
jumped or were hurled off the car in 
the crash. 

A man beating a woman with his fists 
in the front car started the fight that 
caused the collision and the death of 
one and the injury of many. Several 
men on thé car attacked the man who 
was beating the woman and a general 
fight ensued. 

Wrecked Near Crow’s Nest. 

The wreck occurred at the stop 
for Ashby place, a restricted subdivi- 
sion, and was one-half mile east of 
“row's Nest, and one and one-half 
miles weat of Overland Park. 

The first car was stopped about 
200 feet around a sharp curve, and 
the rails for a distance of 100 feet 
were “burnt,” shewing that the mo- 
torman of the second car had seen 
the car ahead from a4 distance of at 
least 100 feet, and had applied the 
brakes in an effort to bring his car 
to a stop. 

County officials said Monany an in- 
vestigation would be made to ascertain 
if the car carried a large red light in 
the rear, which is customary on that 
line as a@ result of several rear-end col- 
lisions. 

The uninjured in the wreck laid the 
injured on the grass, where they re- 
mained for nearly an hour awalting 
medical aid. Persons in the vicinity 
telephoned to St. Louis for aid, and a 
ear which approached from St. Louis 
was sent back to bring doctors, 

The metal portions of the car were 
hauled to the de Baliviere shed, and 
the splintered wood was burned at the 
seene of the wreck, 

Miss Jennie Macklin and Miss Irene 
McCale, passengers on the first car, 
agree that it was lighted when the ac- 
cident occurred. To their testimony is 
added that of Berry Gunn of 8000 Page 
boulevard, who was with Miss Pearl 
Archer of 4100 Westminster place on the 
rear seat of the second car.

LONDON,” July 2.—Confirmation of 
Saturday’s news that Dr. Hawley Har- 
vey Crippen and Ethel Leneve, hia 
typewriter, had been positively located 
on a steamship now crossing the At- 
lantic to Canada, was published here 
in extra editions ef the dailies and in 


the Sunday newspapers. 

Scotland Yard has been reticent, even 
misleading as usual, in giving news- 
papers information. There are several 
ships now on the Atlantic, In any one 
of which Dr. Crippen may have sailed. 

The Lake Champlain, Capt. Webster, 
a fast boat, left Liverpool Thursday for 
Montreal. It is significant that Inspec- 
tor Dew went to Liverpool Thursday 
evening to make inquiries and sailed 
Friday on the steamship Virginian for 
Quebec. Dew being in charge of the 
investigation into the Crippen mystery, 
it is contrary to the practice of Scot- 
land Yard to send him out of the coun- 
try unless on a virtual certainty and 
that an arrest is to be made seems 
sure, 

It is denied that the fugitives are on 
the Sardinian, Capt. Henry, which 
sailed from Havre for Montreal’ by 
way of London, despite a news agen- 
cy’s unqualified announcement to that 
effect. 

Signaled by Wireless. 

The steamer Montfort, Capt. Mos- 
crop, which sailed from Antwerp for 
Montreal by way of London, is again 
mentioned as the boat ‘taken by Crip- 
pen and Miss Leneve. The story is 
that Capt. Moscrop signaled by wire- 
less when passing Prawle Point that 
he has a couple on board, a man and 
a woman passing as a boy, who cor- 
responded to the descriptions of Dr. 
Crippen and Ethel Clare Leneve, the 
alleged boy having been discovered to 
be a girl. 

The Montfort is a slow vessel and 
Inspector Dew, who is on board the 
swift Virginian, should reach Quebec 
12 hours ahead of the Montfort. 

There is a general belief that Dr. 
Crippen suspects that he has been de- 
tected and he probably will shoot both 
himself and his companion. And it is 
reasoned that the hunted man, his 
fears unceasingly on edge, will be 
sure to gather from the demeanor of 
the others on board whether or not 
they regard him with suspicion. 

Captain Must Be Sure. 

It is said that Scotland Yard has 
sent a wireless message to Capt. Mos- 
crop advising him to separate the 
couple and to place a guard upon both 
of them to prevent any attempt at & 
double tragedy. But it is question- 
able whether Capt. Moscrop would 
take such a responsibility in the ab- 
sence of positive information of their 
identity, for nothing could save him 
from incurring heavy damages if his 
suspicions } should prove unfounded.

Infernal Machine -Hurled at 
Executive as He Lies 
in Hammock. 








RIDGEWAY, Va., July 2%.—Mayor A. 
H. Bousman was assassinated by a dy- 


namite bomb which was thrown from a 
street under a hammock in which he 
was lying last evening. He died an hour 
after the explosion. 

No clew to the idontity of the murder- 
er or the cause of the crime has been 
found. 

Mayor Bousman had been spending 
the hot evening sleeping in the ham- 
mock on the front lawn. About 10 
o’clock, the dynamite bomb was thrown 
from the street. Bousman’s feet were 
torn away and his legs frightfully mut- 
flated. The news quickly spread about 
town and excitement grew to a high 
pitch. The surrounding community to- 
day is worked up over the murder and 


it is believed if the assassin is caught 


he will be lynched. 

As Mayor of Ridgeway, Bousman pre- 
sided over the police court. It is thought 
that some person on whom Bousman 
had passed sentence held a grudge 
against him. 

The charge of dynamite in the 
bomb must have been a heavy one 
because the body was badly torn A 
part of the fuse of the bomb was 
today found on the roof of the Bous- 
rman residence. Mr. Bouesman was 57 
years of' age, and ts survived by a 
widow and son 13 yeare old.

While 695,000 St. Louisans were swel- 
tering on the streets or in their homes 
Monday, Montrose W. Hayes, weather 


wizard, sat in his airy perch on the 
eighteenth floor of the Chemical Build- 
ing and smiled. 

“When are you going to give us re- 
lief from this hot weather?’ asked a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“What hot weather?” asked the Wiz, 
looking up in surprise. 

“Why, this extra caloric stuff right 
here, right now.”’ 

“T hedn’t noticed it,” said the fore- 
caster, fondly caressing his thermom- 
eter, which showed 93 degrees at 2 
Pp. m., making it the warmest of the 
year. 

The highest previous heat record this 
year was 91, on three days, June 2, % 
and 26. 

“Don’t you call this hot?” 


Hott Why of Course Not! 

“Most certafnly not,” answered the 
imperturbable Wiz, who has made 
weather nearly al] over the United 
States, including Cairo, Ill, and who 
manufactured the stuff for three years 
in South America. “You see, I never 
bother about the weather. We have 
so much of it, don’t you know? Now, 
if we had no weather” 

But that would be another story. 
The name of Montrose W. Hayos 
would not adorn the payroll of Uncle 
Sam. He might be a stenographer 
in a livery stable—taking down hay 
for the horses. 

“Besides,” he said, “St. Louis is one 
of the coolest spots on the weather 
map Monday. So it was Sunday. The 
maximum of heat was 90 degrees. 
Kansas City had 93, St. Joseph 98, 
Chicago 98, Springfield, Ill, 96, and 
Keokuk, Io., 100. 

“The tempreatures at those places 
were just about the same Monday. 
St. Louls ought to consider herself 
lucky. What's a little matter of 90 
degrees as compared with the wither- 
ing winds from the southwest which 
are sweeping over Chicago?. 

“You see, there is a very pronounced 
high pressure all over the South, and 
this causes an indraft of hot winds in 
this direetion, This condition ie likely 
to continue for several days—three or 
four, at least. The hot spell in June 
lasted five days—that is, what people 
called hot, although the temperature 
went to only 91 degrees. 

Humidity Is at Fault. 

“Tt's the humidity that gets away 
with people. At 7 o’clock this morning 
it was 81 per cent. Monday afternoon it 
will be only 6 to 70. This means, of 
course, that the air is charged with $1 
per cent of moisture. If ft contained 
100 per cent there would be either fog or 
rain. When this moisture gets hot peo- 
ple begin to steam. If the air were dry, 
few people would complain and many a 
laundry bili: would be saved."

“To my mind, such a prozedure ce- 
bases love, which is too rare a jewel 
to come into contact with worldli- 
ress. I could nor exhibit my heart, 
had it been ennobled by great lovs, 
to judge, jury and public without 
utter loss of my self-respect. 

“Love is too wonderful a possession 
to be touched with sordidness. 

“My case was different from that of 
Mrs. Smith in so far as I have been 
able to compare the two. -I urder- 
stand that Mrs. Smith is a married 
weman, enjoying the full possession 
of herself. She makes no accusation 
that young Griswold exerted over her 

fluence, such as Ctark 
held over me. ‘Niblo, the psychic, 
used the name of Marshall Clark in 
private. 

Thinks Man Has Right to Sue. 

“A woman, through superior intui- 
tion or the possession of other quali- 
ties, is credited with moreand swifter 
perceptions than a man. Granting 
this, ig it not more reprehensible for 
a woman to betray the affections of a 
worthy sweetheart than for a man to 


___ deceive a woman? Then, why should 


ayman not bring suit if, in his con- 
sdience, he can bring himself to take 
such matter into court? 

“T fought the claim brought against 
me by Marshall Clark’s wife because 
Clark brought to bear on me in- 
fluences which were alien to love. I 
did not know it at the time. When 
the discovery was forced on me that 
he was false, I put him out of my life. 
He told me at first that he repre- 
sented all for what I sought earnestly 
and prayerfully, and I believed him, 
The boundless extent to which I gave 
him my confidence was responsible 
for the error, but I .discovered my 
peril in time to save myself unsullied 
from the false situation. 

‘IT would not consider Clark justified 
in disclosing the letters which I wrote 
to him because they were written while 
I was laboring under a falsely-raised in- 
spiration. 

Tells of Her Attitude. j 

“Fiad my mind been untrammelled by 
the influences which he wielded, had the 
letters been the product of my unfet- 
tered brain, they would have been his 
to do with as his conscience dictated. If 
I possessed letters written to me by a 
man who later repudiated my love I 
would return them to him, perhaps re- 
serving a few to show to friend whom I 
could trust with the secret of their con- 
tents, thus proving to my friends that 
I had erred honestly in the disposition 
of my affections. 

“But if this man possessed countless 
millions I would scorn to seek a penny 
as balm for my broken heart. Yet I 
would make one reservation. If I could 
obtain some of the millions, thus depriv- 
ing and punishing him who was un- 
worthy of their possession, I might 
choose to do so, deveting the money to 
some public good, and thus imposing a 
penalty on the guilty.

possibilities of St. Louis and Mis- 
souri at the monthly luncheon of the 
St. Louis Advertising Men’s League 
at the Planters Hotel Monday, was 
voted the best “ad man” in the State 
and was elected an honorary mem- 
ber of the organization.

“St. Louis has overlooked many poss!i- 
bilities in the past,’’ he said.

The business interests of 
St. Louis and Missouri have been too 
timid in demanding their rights of the 
transportation companies. The result is 
that lowa and Illinois have freight rates 
from wz per cent to 3 per cent lower 
than Missouri. 

“Men who have occupied official posi- 
tions have failed to fight the battles of 
the people and obtain fair treatment 
for you in matters of transportation. 

_ Would Appeal to Congress, 

‘There are millions of acres of un- 
developed land in Missouri. There are 
several million acres under water in 
the swamp portions of the State. You 
should demand that your representatives 
in Congress ask that the Government 
assist Missouri in getting water off its 
land, as it is assisting Utah, Colorado 
and Arizona in getting water on their 
land. 

‘You should demand less of the use of 
official power for political ends and 
more for its use for public ends, 

“As advertising men you should be in- 
terested in the advertisement of the 
resources and possibilities of Missouri, 
for every act in promoting the welfare 
of the State is an act in promotion of 
the individual concern with which you 
may be connected. 

“Missouri has within its borders a 
greater collection of the wonders of 
the world than is to be found in any 
other place, unless it is the Yellowstone 
Park.”

“I impressed upon the members of the 
boards the necessity of honest elections 
in St. Louls,” said Hadley at the Jef- 
ferson Hotel. “I went over the situa- 
tion with them carefully. I do not think 
there will be any ground for complaint 
that the two departments did not do 
their duty in the election. | 

“I have not found any evidence that 
any members of the board were taking 
an active personal interest in the con- 
tests and I do not believe they will.”

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WASHINGTON, July 25.—As a result 
of a war on mosquitoes in certain parts 
of Italy, a healthy, cheerful-looking race 
and fat, rosy children have succeeded 
a population which a few years ago 
consisted of a few miserable peasants, 
their skins yellow as saffron and their 
bodies bent by disease and suffering. 
This is the report made to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture by Dr. L. O. How- 
ard, chief of the Bureau of Entomology, 
who has returned from a recent visit to 
Italy. Most travelers, he says, recollect 
this region as a vast tract of marsh 
land, where mosquitoes and malaria 
were bred. The country having been 
drained by the government now is being 
farmed and is beginning to support 
what eventually will be a large popu- 
lation.

Company to Insure Against 
Bad Weather on Holidays. 

NEW YORK, July 2.—The latest in- 
surance scheme, which has just been 
put in operation in England, provides 
for compensation in case of wet weath- 
er during summer holidays. It is de- 
seribed as “holiday weather insur- 
ance.” The underwriters are prepared 
to compensate proposers in the évent 
of rain falling on more than two days 
a week during their holidays at watering 
towns on the coast. The premiums are 
based on Government statistics and 
compensation will be given at the rates 
from $2.50 per day upwards. 


Former Naval Ensign Is 
Held an Army Prisoner. 

NEW YORK, July 2%.—In solitary 
confinement in Castle William, the mil- 
itary prison of the Department of the 
East on Governor's Island, awaiting 
trial for desertion, his clothes stamped 
with the yellow ‘‘P-e,”” is a former en- 
sign of the United States Navy. It is 
one of those cases that officers of 
the army and navy hesitate to discuss, 
because, with the imprisonment of the 
ex-ensign, Castle William for the sec- 
ond time in history houses a gradu- 
ate of one #.,’. national academies. 

The other was ex-Capt. Oberlin M.

The name of the prisoner has not 
been disclosed by offrcials. 

The new prisoner would not associate 
with his fellow prisoners. He could not 
bring himself to realize that the en- 
listed guards were his masters, and that 
he who used to command enlisted men 
was subject to discipline administered 
by sergeants and corporals and privates 
of the army. He was wearing the yel- 
low ‘“‘P’”’ without the little ‘‘e”’’ then. 

As the prisonér became more and 
more rebellious, and his hatred of the 
life he had brought upon himself be- 
came so apparent, the little ‘‘e’’ was 
imprinted on his clothes and he was sent 
to a cell by himself. 

The prisoner is yet to be courtmar- 
tialed, it having been impossible to try 
him, owing to the fact that there are 
not enough officers on the island at 
this time to make up the court, the rest 
being at the maneuvers or on other 
duties away from New York. , 


Chloroform Cures a Dog 
It Was Meant to Kill. 

NEW YORK, July 2%.—That chloro- 
form may cure when meant to kill is 
a discovery made by Mrs. Jacob Murs- 
ter of East Orange, N. Y. She had a 
dog which suffered with asthma. Re- 
cently she lured it into an airtight 
box, then soaking a big stable sponge 
with chloroform, she put it in the box 
and shut the lid. Thirty minutes aft- 
erward Mrs. Murster opened the box to 
remove the dead dog, but the dog 
leaped forth in high spirits. And he 
has not wheezed once since.

OF CONVENTION 


Various Factions Trying to 
Find a Man to Win 
Against Harmon. 








LEADS FIGHT 





Has Picked His Candidate 
and Bets He Will Get 
Nomination. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBUS, 0., July 25.—The areat- 
est problem confronting the warring Re- 
publican leaders battling for the control 
of the State convention, which will meet 
Tuesday, is to satisfy themselves that 
the candidate they nominate for gover- 
nor can beat Gov. Harmon. the Demo- 
cratic standard bearer. There is io 
dearth of aspirants for the Republican 
nomination, but machine leaders, insur- 
gents, Roosevelt zealists. stand-patters 
and reactionaries striving to name the 
man, are restrained from taking the 

responsibility of a probable defeat. 

The row which is raging in the Re- 
publican party, and few have been 580 
fierce, is of secondary importance to the 
main proposition. None of the half doz- 
en or so men considered for the Re- 
publican nomination measures up to the 
standard which Judge Harmon has es- 
tablished. Few of them would be se- 
riously considered under the most propli- 
tious conditions, with the one-time Re- 
publican majority assured. 

It is this consideration more than any 
other that will contribute to make the 
convention an “open”’ one in every sense 
of the word. With the result that a 
dark horse, as yet uncovered, may 
carry away the prize. 

Cox in the Fight. 

The apparent advantage lies with 
Boss Cox, who is making a vigorous 
fight to name the candidate. His man 
is Judge Oren H. Brown of Toledo, a 
man conspicuously identified with the 
sort of machine politics that President 
Taft has frequently denounced. Back of 
Brown is the full purse of the Cox ma- 
chine, which thrives most in’Cincinnati 
and the counties around it. 

Cox is supremely confident that Brown 
will win, so confident that he is betting 
on his nomination on the second ballot. 

Of the half dozen men who might 
stand a chance to beat Cox’s man, for- 
mer Secretary of the Interior Garfield 
seems to be the strongest, were it not 
for his open antaganism toward the Taft 
administration. Garfield has been s0 
unequivocally outspokén in his loyalty 
to Col. Roosevelt, that he cannot hope 
to win unless the President agrees to it. 

Garfield’s friends say that Col. Roose- 
velit could make the deal if he cared to 
do so. The President’s friends say that 
to land the nomination the Colonel must 
make Garfield’s peace with President 
Taft. 





NEBRASKA DEMOCRATS ARE 
READY 10 DETHRONE BRYAN

GRAND ISLAND, Neb., July 25.— 
At the platform convention of Ne- 
braska Democrats tomorrow, William 
J. Bryan is to be shorn of his pow- 
er, according to his opponents, and 
effectively eliminated from party con- 
trol.

bail each for a hearing Wednesday. 

“ar cannot speak about my compan- 
ion, but the charge that I am married 
to Miss Hattie L. Wright of Chicago is 
absurd,” said Keeler today. “I have 
never seen the woman. All these 
charges, especially that I have three 
wives, will be disproved when I am 
tried.”’ 

The woman who was arrested with 
Keeler told the police little of her fam- 
ily history beyond giving her maiden 
name aS Cullem She said she had sev- 
eral relatives in Los Angeles, in San 
I'rancisco and that her mother was at 
present living in California. 

“The first I knew of the charge 
against the doctor was when he was 
arrested. I gave him $4000 when we 
went to Europe after his dealings with 
Mrs. Lynch,” she told Police Capt. 
Coughlin. ‘‘When I first met Dr. Kee- 
ler we were in St. Louis at the World’s 
Fair. A few weeks later we were mar- 
ried. 

“My parents were indignant at what 
I had done when tney discovered that 
the ceremony was a mock marriage. 
Dr. Keeler promised me to have an- 
other ceremony performed, but he never 
made good that promise. 

“When I came to New York a year 
ago, Dr. Keeler told me about Mrs. 
Lynch, and he cautioned me to take the 
part of his sister, as he had some busi- 
ness with the woman and did not want 
her to know he was married. 

“For several days I lived alone in a 
hotel. Then Dr. Keeler came to ms 
and said that the deal had  fallea 
through, and that we had better go 
abroad, as Mrs. Lynch might bring 
a lawsuit. I belieevd Dr. Keeler, and 
when he asked me to go away with 
him I didn’t have the slightest suspl- 
cion of any crime.”’ 

The flight took the couple to a/ num- 
ber of European cities. When Keeler 
was arrested he was taking an anti- 
morphine cure in a Detroit Hospital. 
He waived extradition to stand trial 
for the charge. He says he fears he 
will die if kept in a cell. 

While Dr. Keeler was protesting 
against his arrest, Mrs. Lynch, who 
said she was married to him last year 
when they met at Ocean Grove, N. J., 
said that she would push the charges to 
the limit. She said that she believed a 
number of women would point to Keel- 
er as the man who swindled them. 


WOMAN AND FARMER WHO TRIED 
TO DROWN IN RIVER ARE HELD 


Couple, Weighted and Tied To- 
gether, Taken Out of Water 
at Chain of Rocks.

All Grade Crossings 
Must Go at Once 


Continued From Page One. 





obstructing the abolishment of the grade 
crossings. 

The test case was based upon the 
elimination of the grade crossing at 
Tower Grove avenue, which is crossed 
at an acute angle by the tracks of the 
railroads named in the suit. The plants 
of the American Tobacco Co. and the 
American Car Co. adjoin the tracks, 
and they complained that the depression 
of the tracks would interfere with the 
switching of cars to the plants. Al- 
though the railroads-are named as de- 
fendants, they joined the plants in 
fighting the right of the city to compel 
the depression of the tracks. 

In hoiding that the public of St. Louis 
is entitled “o the relief asked by the 
abolition of grade crossings, Judge 
Withrow in his decision says that the 
evidence shows that at least 2500 ve- 
hicles and more than five thousand 
pedestrians pass over the Tower Grove 
crossing daily, and that in addition 
more than 450 street cars carrying pas- 
sengers cross that intersection each 
day. 

On the railroad tracks, the decree 
says, 120 passenger trains, 38 freight 
trains and many switch engines pass 
over the crossing used by the public 
every 24 hours. 


Points Out Danger. 


“This delay of traffic anda passing of 
trains constitute a constant source of 
more or less danger to the public,” 
the decree says, 

In holding that the public is entitled 
to protection against the danger re- 
ferred to at grade crossings, Judee 
Withrow holds as follows concerning 
the power of the city to eliminate this 
danger: 

1. That the State has power to 
compel railroads at their own ex- 
pense to abolish grade crossings un- 
der the facts shown in this case, and 
that this power has been delegated 
to the city of St. Louis. 

2. That an emergency existed at 
the time of the passage of the or- 
dinances in question, which required 
some action to be taken by the city 
for the protection of the lives, per- 
sons and property of its citizens, 
and that said ordinances are a rea- 
sonable exercise of the police power 
vested in the city. 

3. That in the passing of said or- 
dinances the city observed the for- 
malities requited by its charter and 
the laws of Missouri, and that they 
are therefore valid and binding. 

4. The mere fact that the city in 
the exercise of its discretion has 
seen proper to cast the entire bur- 
den of making this improvement 
upon the railroads, does not, in it- 
self, render the ordinance unrea- 
sonable and void. 

Ordinances Passed in 1909. 


The four ordinances requiring the 
railroads named in the suit to depress 
their tracks at Tower Grove avenue 
about 20 feet, to erect retaining walls 
wherever necessary, and construct 
steel bridges over certain. street 
crossings, at their own expense, were 
passed by the Municipal Assembly 
April 8, 1909. 

They provided that the work of de- 
pression be commenced within six 
months, and that they must be com- 
pleted by January 1, 1911. A failure 
to obey the ordinances was made a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine. 

The railroads made no effort to de- 
press their tracks, and within a week 
before the expiration of the six months 
in which the railroads were required 
to begin the work, the American Car 
Co. and the American Tobacco 
Co. filed this suit to enjoin the enforce- 
ment of the ordinances. A temporary 
restraining ordey was made by the 
Court pending a fearing of the case. 

One ofthe provisions of Judge 
Withrow’s decree is that in the case

HAD PASTEUR REMEDY 





Was - Pronounced Cured 
After Being Bitten, Sugges- 
tion Given as Cause. 





An inquest will be held Tuesday over 
the body of Frank Hermann, a farme’, 
who died in the county hospital in Belle- 
ville, Saturday, from hydrophobia, after 
he spent several weeks reading medi- 
cal books dealing with the symptoms 
of the discase. : 

It is suggested by a Belleville physi- 
clan that the disease may hz peen 
brought on by auto suggestion and that 
his imagining he had the symptoms )f 
hy@rophobia finally Geveroped the dis- 
ease. : 

Hermann was bitten by a dog April 
18, and came to St. Louis, where Dr. 
Carl Fish administered the Pasteur 
treatment. Hermann did not develop 
any symptoms of hydrophobia and re- 
turned to his home. 

Friday he called on Dr. J. W. Twitch- 
ell and explained he had all the symp- 
toms of hydrophobia. He told the physi- 
clan tleat since receiving the Pasteur 
treatmemt he had borrowed many medi- 
cal works and had carefully studied the 
Symptor@s. He said that the sight of 
water made him sick and that when he 
tried to drink water he had spasms. 

BRecomes Violent in Hospital. 

Dr. Twitchell was of the opinion 
Herman merely thought he was suf- 
fering from -hydrophobia, but sent 
him to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, where 
he became violent. Efforts were made 

_to give him water by covering his 
eyes and mose; but the moment the 
water touched his tongue, he had a 
Spasm. Saturday he was removed to 
the county hospital, where he died. 

Hermann’s wife told Dr. Twitchell her 
husband. had believed for several weeks 
that he had hywlrophobia and that each 
day he would read over the symptoms 
and then stand before the mirror for 
many minutes in an effort to detect in- 
dications of the disease. 

Dr. Fish made an examination of a 
portion of Hermann’s brain Sunday and 
notified the Belleville authorities Her- 
mann had died of hydrophobia. His *of- 
ficial report has not been made. 

Physicians say -that only about one 
pafient in 300 dies if he receives the Pas- 
teur treatment soon after being bitten.

LIQUIDATION GIVES. 
“BO PER CENT ON 
NSURANCE STOCK 


First Official Administration 
in Place of Receiver is 
a Success. 








By Associated Press. ? 

ALBANY, N. Y., July 25.—Judge An- 
drews, sitting at a special term of the 
Supreme Court at Syracuse, has ap- 
proved the report of William. H. Hotch- 
kiss, Superintendent of Insurance, and 
has directed the payment of a first divi- 
dend of 60 per cent to the certificate 
holders of the People’s Mutual Life In- 
surance Association and League. This 
dividend will be paid by Insurance De- 
partment checks mailed to mémbers at 
their home addresses. The issue of 
dividend checks will begin Aug. 1, and 
it is estimated that the work of making 
the payments to the 38,333 members will 
take about two months. 

The People’s Mutual is the fraternal 
insurance society which came into public 
notice in December, 1909, as a result of 
an attempt on the part of its board of 
directors to transfer the. control of the 
society and of its $3,000,000 of assets for 
a consideration of about $150,000. At that 
time possession of the society was tak- 
en by Supt. Hotchkiss under an order 
of the Supreme Court. 

Appeals Are Withdrawn, 

The same court directed the liquida- 
tion of the corporation on March 3, 1910, 
and the officers appealed from this or- 
der. All appeals were withdrawn on 
April 11, 1910, under a settlement which 
irvolved the return to Supt. Hotchkiss 
of $150,000 which had been withdrawr 
from the society and deposited in a 
Canadian bank. 

This is the first liquidation of a large 
insurance company under the new law 
requiring departmental administration 
instead of receiverships through court 
proceedings. A first dividend of 60 per 
cent has been declared in less than four 
months, about $2,000,000 of securities of 
various kinds turned into cash, $300,000 
of matured obligations paid, and at a 
total expense of less than _ $13,000, or 
about six-tenths of 1 per cent of the 
amount now to be distributed. 

This expense includes $4,664.71 for clerk 
hire, $3336.40 for postage, $1391.27 for 
printing and $792 for rent. It has not 
been necessary to employ counsel and 
the $152000 was recovered without Iiti- 
gation.

10,500 WOMEN 
ANGRY AT MOVE 
10 FIRE THEM 


Government Employes in 
Washington Talk of an 


Organized Fight. 





Ry Wire From the Washington Bu- 
rean of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—Will Uncle 
Sam’s female stenographers join a labor 
union or become militant suffragists? 
These are burning questions among the 
feminine employes of the various execu- 
tive departments. The cause of it alll is 
that Uncle Sam is getting ria of them 


and replacing them wit, men. Many 
reasons are given for t action, but 
chief among tnem is that men are more 
amenable to discipline. 

There are approximately 10,500 women 
rmployed in the executive departments 
‘oing clerical work. -Of this number 
‘hout 7 per cent are stenographers. 
About 25 per cent are doing type writ- 
ng, suci as copying, recording and 
making out orders. 

While approximately 1500 are doing 
‘tenographic work, thére are less than 
seventy-five women carried on Uncle 
34m’s roster as stenographers.; Seventy- 
five per cent of the female employes of 
the classified service have a knowledge 
of stenography, but all are listed as 
clerks. , ; 

In the War and Navy Gepartments, it 
is asserted by local suffragists, women 
are not wanted because the officers—and 
there are a number of them doing 
swivel chair duty—want the privilege of 
“cussing’’ and chewing tobacco. Then 
again the complaint is that where wom- 
en aré, men, especially officers, who ac- 
ording to army regulations must be 
gentlemen at all times, cannot remove 
their coats and work in their shirt 


sleeves. 


Discipline Is a Factor, 

In the Postoffice Department women 
are not wanted because they e not 
good politicians, generally speaking, ac- 
eording to an official there. Again it Is 
stated that women are not as amenable 
to discipline and cannot be moved about 
us men, and under the new chief. clerk 
things do move about and there is dis- 
cipline. « 

In the Department of Commerce and 
Labor it is said that while some men 
may get drunk they do it only occasion- 
ally, while on the other hand, women, as 
a rule, use up their annual and sick 
leave a day at a time to go shopping 
when a bargain sale is on, when some 
friend comes to town and for other do- 
mestic reasons that a man would be 
ashamed to give if he had them. 


Women Call It Discrimination. 


“This is the limit,’”’ said Miss D. M. 
Neilson, secretary of the Stenographers’ 
Union, as she discussed the situation. 
Her blue eyes flamed angrily and she 
stamped her foot. “This whole matter 
will be brought before our union at the 
first meeting to be held after the sum- 
mer recess. Oh, yes, there will be a 
protest, you may be sure of that. 

“So the men are more amenable to 
discipline, are they?’’ The fair objector 
continued. “Such an assertion is-an out- 
rage. Perhaps, the men are more easily 
transferred, but it is a shame to say 
that we are less amenable to disci- 
pline.”’ 

“Discrimination against women is 
nothing new with the Civil Service Com- 
mission,’ declared Mrs. Antonio T. Con- 
verse, one of the most prominent advo- 
cates of suffrage for women. “It takes 
a pull for a woman to get by. There 
is no justice in the manner in which 
women are crowded out. And in the 
majority of cases the women are in ev- 
ery way superior to the men who r.- 
celve the appcintments.”’

were watching the car in front and 
speaking about how near we were 
running to it when the lights ahead 
went out. : 

‘The motorman was running our car 
on nine points and when the lights of 
the car went out he did not check 
speed. Nine points is full speed on 
some cars. ‘Cars with double motors 
have 10 points. He did not seem to 
have noticed the lights go out. I was 
uneasy, but I thought he knew his 
business; and did not feel like speak- 
ing to him about it. 

“We were almost upon the. other car 
when the motorman saw it. He did 
everything that he could, put on the air 
and reversed, but the fuse blew out and 
the speed of the car was not checked. 

“The first thing I realized after 
the crash was *hat I was pinioned.

BUSINESS MEN'S

That the meeting of 200 business 
men, called for Thursday morning at 
the Southern Hotel by the Democratic 
State Committee, will be a strong 
Francis-for-Senator affair was the 
prediction made Monday both by sup- 
porters and opponents of Francis.

the authorship of the plap for Thurs. 
day’s gathering of business men. 

Organising Business Men, 

Goltra has been active in attachin: 
pusinees men’s auxiliaries to both the 
city and State Democratic committees. 
Reed men say that the invitations to 
Thureday’s meeting have been so dis- 
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tributed that Reed and Folk supporters 


will be in a decided minority. 


“There will be Reed and Folk men | 


there,” said one of the Reed men Mon- 
day, “but only just enough to give the 
appearance of representing these ele- 
ments of the party. Those of the Reeu 
and Folk followings who have been 
invited will probably attend, in order 
to see what is going on."’

St. Lquisans have never heard a per- 
formance of Carmen that had more 
local interest than the one given at 
Delmar Garden yesterday by the Del- 
mar Opera Co., with the addition of 
Miss Bertha Shalek, a former St. 
Louisan, who made her opera premi- 
ere at the Odeon, when she sang 
Carmen to the Joseph Sheehan Don 
Jose. 

So, naturally, there was much curi- 
osity among the regular Sunday even- 
ing patrons of the summer show 
when the first curtain was rung up 
and the light opera and musical com- 
edy company was transformed into 
a full-fledged grand opera organiza- 
tion, with an enlarged orchestra and 
all the little trappings necessary to 
a complete performance of Georges 
Bizet’s opera tragedy. 

Miss Shalek sang and acted the 
Carmen role as well as it has ever 
been done in English in St: Louis, 
her full power not being fully real- 
ized, though, until the closing act, 
her dramatic and tragic notes being 
more convincing than the softer love 
passages. For this reason, Edwin A. 
Clark won the first if not the great- 
est triumph of the evening as Esca- 
millo, his ‘‘Toreador song’ being 
repeatedly encored, and his work 
throughout the play being of excel- 
lent quality. 

Carl Haydn proved himself of grand 
opera caliber in the trying Don Jose 
role. ‘Tis so seldom we hear Carmen 
in English that one is likely to draw 
comparisons with Italian and French 
Don Joses, but leaving these com- 
parisons aside and allowing the 
Haydn performance to stand on its 
own merits, it must be set down 
as a somewhat faulty yet withal a 
very pleasing one. 1 

Cecilia Rhoda as Michaela, Louis 
Casavant as Zuniga, and the minor 
characters were all acceptably sung, | 
while the chorus, the orchestra and 
the ‘stage settings measured well up 
to the standard of English grand 
opera. St. Louis has heard much 
better Carmens, but seldom if ever 
a better at summer garden prices 
and never in an open-air pavilion. 

In the vaudeville theater the 
Daltos-Frees company appear in a 
knock-about comedy; Black and Wil- 
son do a novelty act, Black, the 
footless dancer, doing a unique dance 
with the aid of two crutches and a 
wooden leg; Claire Maynard mixes 
modern and classic songs; Leona 
Stevens sings some of “her musical 
theater favorites; the De Mar sisters 
are artistic toe dancers, and new 
pictures are shown on the curtain. 


“THE WISHING RING” AT THE

Marguerite Clark returned to the Su- 
burban Garden last aight and, despite 
the fact that she was given about the 
heaviest handicap possible in the shape 
of a play, she pleased an audience of 
more than a thousand persons by show- 
ing that she’has risen to the point in 
her profesgion where she can success- 
fully carry the burden of a weak and 
uninteresting play on her own slender 
shoulders to a happy conclusion. 

Owen Davis’ “The Wishing Ring’ is 
not @ success as a pastoral comedy. The 
melodramatic playwright branching into 
new fields summons all the clap-trap of 
the stage to his aid, but fails to produce 
a thing that would stand of itself were 
it not taken in hand by a capable little 
actress like Miss Clark, who has ap- 
parently given much study to the part of 
the parson’s daughter. In the first act 
she sings just enough of a quaint song 
to show you that she has not lost the 
charm of voice that made her a favorite 
as Peter Pan last year, and then she 
sails in heroically to show you also that 
she has learned much of the art of act- 
ing in the lapse of a season. 

The staging is excellent, the scenery 
for the first act having been brought 
from the original production in New 
York. Morris McHugh as the parson in- 
jects a little humor into a stereotyped 
part, and Thurston Hall makes a cred- 
itable Giles. A lot of children, some 
ducks and parrots, who have nothing to 
do with the story, add to the color of 
the piece without improving it. But 
Marguerite Clark marches bravely to

It would save money because 
it would greatly reduce damage’suits and com- 
pensations. Putting them on the cars would win 
good opinion on the part of the public. 

If streets, and particularly junction _ points, 
were called, time would be saved on the car 
trips, disputes between passengeis and con- 


The‘passengers would be warned of approach to 
stopping or changing points and would be ready 
to alight when the cars stop. Passengers would 
not be carried: beyond their destinations with 
consequent delays and disputes. 

We beg to remind Capt. McCulloch that two 
great reforms accomplished against long and vig- 
orous opposition of the street railway manage- 
ment have proved of immense benefit. 

It was only after years of warfare, on pleas 
of humanity and efficiency, that air brakes were 
ferced on the street cars. It was objected that 
motormen could not operate them and would 
endanger the lives of passengers. 

Would Capt. McCulloch or any street railway 
manager who has tried them part with air 
brakes? 

It was after years of bitter opposition on the 
part of the management that vestibules were 
forced on the cars by law to protect the motor- 
men in inclement and cold weather. It was ob- 
jected that they would cause accidents by pre- 
venting a clear view of the streets. 

Would Capt. McCulloeh or any street car man- 
ager who has tried vestibuled cars change them 
for the old open platforms? | 

These reforms prove the value of outside ad- 
vice.

After all, the moving pictures have got 
the whole bunch pounded to a pulp. 

Now, few of us know the real life of 
the stage people. If we did, the pro- 
fession might be more overcrowded than 
it is. We look askance at the players 
with an ey& full of patronizing superi- 
ority—and we go nome and practise all 
eorts of elocution and gestures in front 
of our looking glasses. 

Iatterly there has been much talk of 
the actor people in a new light. It 
e@eemms to hare been divulged that in- 
stead of being motoring bacchanalians 
‘and © dlamond-hungry 
businessiike folk, students and ascetics 
with children and homes and libraries, 
owning real estate and conducting their 
private affairs in as orderly and unsen- 
eational a manner as any of us good 
citizens who are: bound to the chariot 
wheels of tho gas, rent, coal, ice and 
-wardmen. 

Whether the old or the new report of 
™ the sock-and-buskiners be the true one 
ie @ surmise that has no place here. I 
offer you merely this little story of two 
strollers; and for proof of its truth I 
can show you only the dark patch above 
the cast-iron handle of the stage en- 
trance door of Keetor’s old vaudeville 
theater, made there by the petulant 
“push of gloved hands too impatient to 
finger the clumsy.  thumb-latch—and

Batting Is Real Cure 
for Strategy in Game 





BY BOZEMAN BULGER. 

NEW YORK, July 2%.—When the orig- 
inal designers of a baseball diamond 
made the distance between the bases 90 
feet they put a problem up to the com- 
ing generations that for 40 years has 
puzzled the brains of the greatest stu- 
dents of the national game. And it ap- 
pears that these men have about 
reached the limit of their genius, de- 
spite the fact that Charles Ebbets says 
the game is still in its infancy. 


little knew on what fine lines they were 
figuring when they fixed the distance 
between the bases. The distance was 
based on their calculations as to how 
long it would take a batted ball to be 
fielded and thrown to first base.- The 
speed of the runner was also taken into 
consideration. The accuracy of their 
calculations is proved by the fact that 
they have not been changed one iota 
since the first game was played by the 
old Knickerbockers on the greens around 
New York. 

As the runners developed in speed 
the fielding developed with them and the 
bone of contention—90 feet—is yet be- 
yond the possession of either party to 
the struggle. 

Every year some inventive genius dis- 
covers a move by which either distance 
or speed can be overcome, but as fast 
ag they execute their plan the other side 
formulates a plan of defense and off- 
sets it. While first base is the initial 
objective point of all baseball endeavor, 
it is merely the basis for future calcu- 
lations. 

The shoving of men around the bases 
is what tangles the brains of- the think- 
ers. The sacrifice hit was first invent- 
ed to advance a man even at the cost 
of putting a man out, but the defen- 
sive side of the game came right back 
with schemes to kill the sacrifice. 

The players have become s0 accurate 
In making everyday plays that the 
thinker can calculate accurately on 
just what they are going to do under 
ordinary circumstances. He then sets 
about to create an extraordinary cir- 
cumstance, which as a rule is effective 
until it becomes no longer extraordi- 
nary through familiarity with its 
workings. 

During the past 2% years the game 
has brought out many geniuses. Those 
who stand out prominently are John 
McGraw, Johnny Evers, Frank Chance, 
Tommy Leach, Hughey: Jennings, Ty 
Cobb, Connie Mack, Joe McGinnilty, 
Jack Dunn and Sammy Strang. 

The latter three are out of the big 
league now, but some of the plays they 
planned and executed will be remem- 
bered for many years to come. Sammy 
Strang is generally credited with hav- 
ing originated the “delayed steal,” 
which is one of the prettiest plays in 
the game. The delayed steal, when once 
worked by a single base runner, opened 
the way for many variations.

RUNNING TRAINS 
HEAVILY GUARDED 


Gathering Mob Fails to De- 
ter Officials From Re- 


‘ suming Service. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., July 25.—Al- 
though a mob ts gathering, officials 
of the Grand Trunk Railroad are de- 
termined to resume train service 
through this city today at any. cost. 

The plans include the operation of 
both passenger and freight trains. 

Resumption of yard engine service ia 
also intended. The latter measure, it 
is believed, will be the most likely to 
incite trouble, but the yards are glutted 
with cars and some switching is re- 
garded as absolutely necessary. Many 
of the cars contain perishabie freight 
and the loss to tbe rallroad is increas- 
ing rapidly with the cars standing idle. 

The railroad resumed passenger serv- 
ice through the city early this morning, 
the Chicago-Detroit train due to arrive 
at 1:34 a. m. coming into the city only 
about 35 minutes late. The train car- 
ried a force of armed men who sat at 
open windows with drawn revolvers as 
the train pa&sed through the yards. 
The officers stood guard as the passen- 
gers alighted from the coaches, but 
their presence was not necessary as no 
interference was offered. 

The roads’ two west-bound trains last 
night were delayed just outside the city 
so long that the passengers and mail 
were taken off and the trains annulled. 

Louis Freel, a strike-breaking car re- 
pairer, who was shot by a railroad de- 
tective yesterday, will die, according to 
word from Epworth Hospital. 


GRAND TRUNK OFFICIALS AVER 
THEY WILL NOT ARBITRATE NOW 


MONTREAL, July 2%.—Solution of the 
Grand Trunk strike problem is now in 
sight according to the company’s offi- 
clals. It neither includes, they say, ar- 
bitration nor any further negotiations 
with the 6000 conductors and trainmen 
who struck a week ago for a wage 
scale higher than the 2 per cent in- 
crease awarded by the Board of Conci- 
liation. 

‘The only essential to be provided for is 
adequate protection to the company’s 
property and employes, especially those 
who have taken the places of strikers, 
officials say. 

“While we were desirous of arbitra- 
tion,”’ said President Hays, ‘‘time for 
such action has passed.”’ 

The strike leaders on the other hand 
expressed the utmost confidence in the 
steadfastness of their ranks and their 
ability to force the railroad to terms by 
an irremediable freight paralysis.

Amphitrite, in Charge of 
Naval Reserves, Makes 
Good Time Up River. 





Up the Mississippi, at eight or nine 
knots an hour, the Monitor Amphitrite 
is steaming toward St. Louis, and the 
veterans of the Missouri Naval Re- 
serve, who remember the voyage of the 
Huntress three years ago, are beginning 
to wonder if the Government hasn’r 
really given them a first-class boat in- 
stead of handing them another ‘‘lemon.”’ 

A dispatch to the Post-Dispatch from 
a special correspondent on board, from 
Payou Sara, La., Monday siated that 
the Amphitrite, with colors flying, 
passed the place, just ahove White Cas- 
tle, La., where the Huntress blew her 
first tube. Up to that time not a thing 
had happened to the monitor, and if 
the present happy state of affairs lasts 
a day or two longer all the mental 
reservations with which the reserves 
accepted the Government's new gift 
will have disappeared. 

Crowds Appear on the Shore. 
The reserves are seeing the population 
of the river towns they pass through, 
for the people have turned out to see the 
monitor. Along some of the levees the 
crowds have stood so cluse to the wa- 
ter that the swell from the boat has 
wet the feet of prominent citizens. 

New Orleans gave the Amphitrite a 
rousing farewell Saturday afternoon. 
Everything in the harbor that had a 
whistle blew it, and the monitor re- 
plied with its siren. Even the colors 
of Great Britain, displayed on the ocean 
liner Kingstonian, just in from Liver- 
pool, were dipped to the “Amphi” as her 
men are beginning to call her. The 
cruiser Prairie, outward bound $$ for 
League Island, exchanged an elaborate 
salute with the reserves. Pilot Green- 
well was at the wheel, and Capt. Rob- 
erts in command on the deck. 

Wireless System Instaled. 

The Government locks at Plaquemine 
were passed at 8:30 a. m,. Sunday, and 
Bayou Sara was reached in the after- 
noon. The wireless division busied it- 
self in stringing wires during the day. 
Joffee is served at 6 a. m., and the 
first mess call is at 7:30. The health 
of the St. Louls and Kansas City men 
on board has been good. All were anx- 
ious to reach Vicksburg, expecting to 
receive a bulging sack of mail there.
